1. Twenty- one students attended the course. They ranged in 
grade from GS-05 through GS-12 (average, GS-09) and in length of 
service from a few months through nine years (average, one year).

The CTs were accustomed to research, either professionally or academically, 
and some wer^able to contribute subtantially to class discussions on that 
basis. Mr.^|^^J for example, drew on several years experience in the 
Biographic s^ecTion of Central Reference and provided his classmates with 
specific details on how to make the best use of those holdings. The non-CTs s 
were, in general, too few to make substantial effect on the rest of the class, 
but in some instances they were able to draw on their own experience of 
things as they are" and give valuable balance to the class discussions. This 
was particularly true when the class was broken into small groups for specific 
study of parts of the practical exercise.
